The Atto rney General o t the United States 
has made it clear that 
Chaplin will no t be read­ 
mitted to the United States and. as it stands to day , j 
when he tries to co me in, if lie ever do es, there j 
will in- a hearing and Chaplin will be asked many j 
questio ns which may be- he can answer. 
This fello w has been 
living in the United States j 
42 y ears. He cam< here a wandering

Chaplin has lived here during two wars and a 
great depressio n and he has never sho wn a no rmal 
big-hiartedncss which is so characteristic o f mo st 
rich men in this co untry in times o t distress. In 
Wo rld War II. when acto rs and actresses risked j 
their lives to entertain o u r tro o ps, Charlie Chaplin j 
sat it o ut.
